NAMES ARE NECESSARY, 

The names of all chairmen, 
delegates and alternates who are 
to be seated at the school conven- 
tion Thursday evening in. Taft 
hall must be filed with Chairman 
Edgar A. Nealy, 702 Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia building, not 
later than noon today. This is 
imperative, and all degelates are 
urged to file their names today. 


In a ringing card, Henry B. Trout- 
man, who has been named by several 
of the schools in the fifth and eighth 
wards as their choice for a candidate 
for the new school board, issues a 
challenge to George Eubanks, who is 
also a candidate, calling upon Mr. 
Eubanks to come into the big con- 
vention to be held Thursday night 
at Taft hall upon an equal footing, 
and to agree to abide by the choice 
of that body. 

- Mr. Troutman stresses the impor- 
tance of taking the schools out of 
the hands of city hall politicians and 
placing them under the control of a 
commission especially selected for 
the purpose of administering. the 
educational institutions of the city. 
He deplores the conditions leading 


up to the sensational school investi- - 


gation of the summer, saying that 
principals and parents have ex- 
pressed in the strongest terms their 
views regarding the shortcomings of 
the old system of handling the 
schools, and declares his motive in 
calling upon George F. Eubanks, a 
member of the present board, anda 
candidate for the new one, to abide 
by the actions of the conventioh del- 
is solely in the interest of 
harmony, and for the purpose of 
solving the vexed questions that 
have arisen over the threatened con- 
tests between candidates nominated 
by the convention and those who 
might aspire to the new board inde- 
pendently of the convention. 
Deplores Discord. 


“Everyone must deplore all un- 
necessary friction and discord in ar- 
riving at the common purpose which 
animates us all,” says Mr. Troutman. 
Iie then calls the attention of Mr. 
IKcubanks to the meeting of the At- 
Janta School Improvement club, 
which is to be held Thursday even- 
ing November 21, at Taft hall, at 
which an effort will be made to 
bring out the best men of the city to 
become candidates for the new 
school commission. 

“From the eighth and fifth wards 
there are two candidates,” declares 
Mr. Troutman—Mr. George Eubanks 
and myself. The friends of both of 
us are doing all in their power to 
secure our selection, and from this 
arises friction and discord which, 
I believe, to be unnecessary.” 

He then proposes that each of 
them:-lay aside their personal am- 
bitions and “submit the merits of 
our contests to the people best ac- 
quainted with the real needs of our 
schools, namely, the delegates who 
will make up the meeting. IJ hereby 
pledge myself to baide by the will 
of the majority vote of the delegates 
in that meeting, if Mr. Eubanks will 
do the same.” 

Mr. Troutman’s Card. 

The card in full follows: 


All patrons and friends of the Atlanta 
public achools are familiar with the unrest 
and protest which culminated last summer 
in the councilmanic investigation and re- 
form recommendations shortly afterwards 
enacted by the legislature into a law for 
the purnose of taking the public school ad- 
ministration out of politics and placing it in 
the hands of a board especially selected for 
that purpose. 

It is idle at this time to dwell on the 
unhappy conditions which led up to this 
development. The teachers, principals and 
parents with one accord hmve expressed in 
the strongest terms the shortcomings of 
the old system and the great need of mod- 
ern methods. To this end the whole city 
has been striving, and in my own com- 
munity where I live and where my children 
must go to school, the dissatisfaction with 
the old regime is so great that I have been 
urged to enter the race for membership 
on the new school board. 

I am not a politician, have never held 
office and have never been identified with 
any political faction. I have no interest 
save as a citizen and a parent who is deep- 
ly concerned in building up for Atlanta a 
real school system. nd for-no candi- 
fate for any office, but solely for the best 
equipped men and women who can be se- 
cured for each and every position that 
may have to be filled. I believe in choosing 
and retaining teachers and incipals on 
the sole basis of efficiency. = for in- 
treased and living salaries, just treatment 
of teachers and pupils. and an environment 
of confidence that will enable them to do

Ban onPopularity 
Contests Is Held 


Invalid by Court 


Decision Killing the Act 
Passed by Legislature 
Handed Down Tuesday 
by the Supreme Court in 
Case From Covington. 


In a decision handed down by the 
Supreme court Tuesday in the case 
of the Commercial Security company 
vs. E. O. Lee et al., the popularity 
contest act, passed by the general 
assembly in 1916, was held null and 
void. 

The supreme court holds that this 
act, which undertakes to prohibit 
what is termed “popularity con- 
tests,” is in conflict with the equal 
protection clauses of the constitu- 
tions of the state and of the United 
States, and is, therefore, void, be- 
cause it excepts from its operation 
those falling within a classification 
which is held to be unreasonable and 
arbitrary. This is the first time the 
legality of this act has been passed 
upon, 

Popularity Contests. 

The act that is held unconstitu- 
tional by the court provides that 
it shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or. corporation to set up, car- 
ry on, conduct, manage, operate or 
otherwise promote whatis common- 
ly known as a popularity contest, 
whereby any ticket, writing, paper, 
certificate, token, device or other 
thing whatever, is given with the 
subscription to any publication or 
with the purchase of any article of 
merchandise, or theater ticket, pur- 
porting, designated or intended to 
give or entitle the holder or any 
other person, to participate in any 
contest whereby anything of value 
is offered as a prize. Provided, 
however, that the provisions of this 
act shall not apply to weekly news- 
papers which have no connection 
with any daily newspaper and

The case.reached. the supreme 
court from the city court of Cov- 
ington in the following manner: 

E. O. Lee, part proprietor of a 
drug concern, contracted with the 


vertising matter, services and 
prizes to be awarded to winners 


in connection with an enterprise to 
be conducted for the purpose of in- 
creasing the business or the defend- 
ant, and in settlement of the same 
he gave promissory notes. The 
manufacturing concern disposed of 
the notes to the Commercial Secu- 
rity company, an dthe security com- 
pany sued-for the amount due on 
two of these notes, alleging that 
it became before maturity a bona 
fide holder for value and that the 
same are past due and unpaid, 
Lee Makes Plea. 

I.ee pled that the notes were null 
and void, because the articles in 
consideration for which they were 
given were to have been used in 
the prosecution of an enterprise 
which would have been illegal and 
against good morals. The security 
company filed demurrers raising 
the question of the constitutional- 
ity of the act. These were over- 
ruled and, by agreement, the case 
was tried without a jury and found 
for the defendants, Lee and others, 

It was then taken to the supreme 
court, where the acting judge was 
reversed, the act of the legislature 
held null and void and an ordinance 
of the city of Covington, which 
seeks .to prohibit dealers in mer- 
chandise of any kind from offering 
gifts to induce trade, is held in- 
valid. 

The decision was written hy 
Judge Price Gilbert and sets out 
that there can be nothing in the 
mere stimulation of trade or sub- 
scriptions to news publications by 


i prizes or gifts that is in itself im- 


moral. 

Judge Gilbert says in the  de- 
cision that this form of advertis- 
ing embodies some of the elements 
of the traveling salesmanship, cir- 
cularization, solicitation on com- 
mission, show windows, sign boards 
and newspaper advertising, and 
that the same element of chance is 
in this contest form of advertising 
that is in the daily ad in the paper, 
Since you take a chance whether 
the reader of the paper reads your 
ad or not. 


GERMAN INS. COS. 
TO BE LIQUIDATED 


BY UNITED STATES | 


New York, November 19.—Treas- 
ury licenses permitting German con- 
trolled insurance companies to con- 
tinue in operation under their origi- 
nal managements for the purpose of 


liquidation have been revoked, and’ 


the companies have been taken over 
for liquidation by A. Mitchell Pal- 
mer, alien property custodian, Mr. 
Palmer announced here tonight. Tak- 
ing over of the companies was au- 
thorized by President Wilson in an 
order dated November 12 

Mr. Palmer also announced |. the 
appointment of Harold Herrick, ot 
New York, former president of the 
Niagara Fige Insurance company, as 
manager and liquidator of the com- 
panies, which, he said, have annual 
premium accounts of $16,761,424. 

The first of the companies to he 


liquidated will be the Internationa}! 


Insurance company, with premium 
accounts of $7.000,000, which Mr. 
Palmer will sell at publie auction 
tomorrow. This company is a sub- 
sidiary of the Hamburg Assurance 
company. 

Other companies which have been 
taken over by Mr. Palmer include 
the Nord-Deutsch Insurance com- 
pany, Mannheim [nsurance company, 
Swiss National Insurance company, 
Cologne Reinsurance company, Prus- 
sian National Insurance company, 
South German Insurance company 
and Munich Reinsurance company. 

A recent investigation of the com- 
panies, Mr. Palmer said, disclosed

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Baton of Marshal, 
To General Petain 
As He Enters Metz 


French Cabinet Confers 
Honor as Petain Leads 
French Army Into the 
Capital of Lorraine Amid 
Cheers of People. 


Paris, November 19.—General Pe- 
tain, the commander-in-chief of the 
l‘rench armies, today was named a 
marshal of France at a meeting of 
the cabinet, presided over by Presi- 
dent Poincare. 

French troops under command of 
Marshal Petain entered Mezt, th2 
capital of Lorraine, this morning, 
amidst great enthusiasm on the part 
of the population, according to an 
officail statement from the war of- 
fice today. 

The statement says: 

“Marshal Petain made solemn en- 
try into Metz at the head of the 
troops of the tenth army, command- 
ed in the absence of General Man- 
zin, who had suffered an accident 
through a fall from his horse, by 
General Leconte. The entire popu- 
lation went out to meet our troops, 
loudly acclaiming them. The old 
city of Lorraine, captive for forty- 
seven years and finally reunited to 
France, has manifested in a never 
to be forgotten way its love for 
the mother country. 

‘In Alsace our soldiers received 
yesterday the same moving welcome 
in *the loyal town of Colmar.” 


The raising of General Petain to 
the rank of marshal will increase 
the number of marshals of France 
to three, the others being Marshal 
Joffre and Marshal Foch. General 
Petain, formerly chief of the gen- 
eral staff, was on May 15, 1917, ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief of the 
French armies operating on the 
French front, which command he 
has since held, while# Marshal Foch, 
as generalissimo, commanded the 


French and other allied armies 
throughout the field of operations, 
General Petain, before his ap-| 
pointment as chief of staff, won' 
his chief distinction for the heroic 
defense of Verdun under his com- 
mand. He was a retired colonel at 
the outbreak of the war, but arose 
rapidly through the ability he dis- 
played. As commander on _ the 
French front he added notably tv 
his earlier laurels, particularly in 
the latter phases of the war when 
he skilfully directed hammer blows 
of his forces, in conjunction with 
those of the British, Americans and 
other allied commands, were break- 
ing down the resistance of the Ger- 
man army and disintegrating it to 
the point where the German com- 
mand was forced to apply for an ar- |} 
mistice, | 
General Petain, who is 62 years 
of age, was trained at St. Cyr and | 
became a captain in 1890 and later} 
a colonel. During the early weeks} 
of the war his ability as a tacti- 
cian and strategist brought him 
speedily to the command of a j 
gade, and early in September, 1: 
he was made a general of division.

London, November  19.—British 
casualties during the war, including 
all the theaters of activities, to- 
talled 3,049,991, it was announced in 
the house of commons. today by 
James Jan MacPherson, parliamen- 
tary secretary of the war office. Of 
this number, officers killed, wound- 
ed or missing aggregated 142,634, 
and the men 2,907,357. 

The total of British losses in killed 
on all fronts during the war was 
658,665. Of these 37,836 were offi- 
cers, and 620,829 were men, 

In addition to the grand total of 


deaths there were 19,000 deaths from 
Various causes among troops not 


forming any part of the expedition- 
ary forces. / 
Wounded Over 2,000,0@. 


The total British wounded in the 
war was more than two million, the 
parliamentary secretary's figures 


showing the aggregate to be 2.032,- 
122. The losses in missing, includ- 
ing prisoners, totalled 359,145. 

Of the wounded 92,644 were offi- 
cers and 1,939,478 were men. 

Of the missing, including prison- 
ers, 12,094 were officers and 347,- 
051 were men. 

The figures given include troops 
from India and the dominions. 

Losses in Mesopotamia. 

The total British losses in the 
Mesopotamian campaigns were 97,- 
379%, according to Mr. MacPherson’s 
figures. Of these the fatalities were | 
31,109, comprising 1,340 officers and 
29,769 men. 

The wounded totaled 51,115, com- 
prising 2,429 officers and 48,686 men. 
The missing and prisoners totaled 
15,355, comprising 566 officers and 
14,789 men.

Great Salvage Dump. 

Undamaged stores left behind on 
every road over which the Ameri- 
cans advanced bear evidence of the 
Sreat retreat. 

At Virton was found a great sal- 
vage dump, where tons of clothing, 
gas masks and helmets had been 
thrown by the German troops, who 
had no further use for them. 

A road near St. Leger, over which 
the correspondent drove just behind 
the evacuating armies, was so thick- 
vy eovered with big iron German 
helmets that at times they inter- 
fered with the operation of his 
automobile. 

However, it was not the litter of 
a battlefield that one saw, or even | 
that of a disorderly retreat under | 
fire. It was merely the evidence 
of the passing of a tired, dishearte- 
ened foe. who was going home. 

The country generally presented 
a strong contrast to that fought 
over for so many years. The Amer- 
icans camped today in towns, most 
of which bear no trace of warfare. 
Here and there was one which 
showed evidences of the fighting 
at the time the French attempted 
to check the German march through 
Belgium. In most of the towns ev- 
ery house was intact. Among the 
exceptions are Longuyon and Mont- 
medy, where a few torn buildings 
teil of French and American air 
raids, and aerial photographs of 
whose scars have long been on file 
at American headquarters.

VON HINDENBURG 


Copenhagen, November 19.—The 
workmen's and soldiers’ council of 
Cassel has issued a proclamation, 
in which Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg is taken under the special pro- 
tection of the council. After refer- 
ring to Von Hindenburg’s victories, 
the proclamation says: “He did not 
abandon his people in their hour of 
trial.”

Bonds of Fifth Loan. 


Bonds of the fifth war loan, to be 
offered probably in the spring, will 
be of short maturity, Secretary Me- 
Adoo announced today. This was 
interpreted as meaning five years 
or less. The secretary said it is 
impossible now to predict the size | 
or time of flotation of future bond} 
issues to cover the re- 
maining expénditures growing out 
of the war, but added that it is “en- 
tirely clear that the moment had! 
come wien the interests of the gov- 
ernment and the country would be! 
best served by the issue of bonds of | 
short maturities, and that that| 
would be the policy of the treasury.” 

Short-term bonds, treasury offi- 
cials feel, would be bought more 
readily than those of longer ma- 
turity. Previous liberty bond is- 
sues range between ten and thirty 
years, 

Whether short-term bonds might 
be sold at the interest rate of 4 1-4 
per cent set for the past two liberty 
Joans, or might be increased remains 
for future determination. 

Existing War Obligations, 

Existing war obligations mature 
as follows: 

First liberty loans, $2,000,990,000, 
redeemable at the option of the 
treasury after 1932 and payable not 
later than 1947; second liberty loans, 
$3,808,000,000, redeemable after 1927, 
payable in 1942; third liberty loans, 
$4,176,000,000 redeemable and paya- 
ble without option in 1928; fourth 
liberty loan $6,989,047,000, redeem- 
able after 1933, payable in 1938; war 
savings, $879,330,000, up to the pres- 
ent, payable in 1923. 

With this program of 
the treasury, by exercising its op- | 
tion, can call in the nation’s wary 
debt for redemption in installments 
every five years until 1947.

Other activities of the brewers 
also were inquired into by the com- 
mittee. Hugh F. Fox, secretary of 
the United States Brewers’ assocla- 
tion, admitted that brewers’ propa- 
ganda had been published in The in- 
ternational Monthly, edited by 
George Sylvester Viereick, once edi- 
tor of The Fatherland, a pro-Ger- 
Fox said he did 
not know at the time the matter 
was published that the Viereick pub- 
lication was inclined toward pro- 
Germanism, but that he had “had 
some suspicion of it since then.” 

Questioned further by Major FE. 
Lowry Humes, of the army judge ad- 
vocate general’s department, and 
counsel for the senate committee, 
Fox said that it was the business 
of the publication committee of the 
brewers’ association to advertise the 
product of brewers and that in doing 
so it employed writers to “write up 
certain subjects” relating to the 
brewers’ trade. 


Writers named in this connection 


were John Koren, of New York, 
who wrote matter published in The 
Atlantic Monthly, and whose salary 
was believed by Fox to be $5,000 a 
year; Dr. Edward H. Williams, au- 
thor of articles published in medi- 
cal and other journals, and J. G. 
tice. \ 

When Secretarg Fox was called 
to ihe stand he produced on sub- 
poena from the committee a bulky 
package of letters, pamphlets and 
other documents of the brewers’ as- 
sociation, but had no bank checks 
or stubs. He said it had been a long 
standing practice 
tion to destroy these. 

The witness disclaimed any per- 
sonal knowledge of activity by the 
association in political fields in be- 
half of state or national legislative 
candidates favorable to legislation 
permitting the use of beer and light 
wines. 

Fox stated that when the brewers 
realized that “something was brew- 
ing besides beer,” referring to the 
prohibition movements, they endeav- 
ored to meet it, advocating use of 
beer and light wines. It was sought 
to reach leaders of public thought 
and also the masses of the people. 
In both efforts, the witness said, 
mistakes had been made, and, finally, 
the popular propaganda was aban- 
doned and attention centralized on 
the leaders of opinion. 

Major Humes read to the commit- 
tee letters from the files of the 
brewers’ organization in an effort 
to show that the brewers’ organiza- 
tion employed only union labor and

GEORGIANS URGED 
TOCONSERVE FOOD 


Problems of Peace Dis- 


cussed at Meeting of the: 
County Administrators! 
Held in Atlanta Tuesday. 


That the coming of victory and 
peace has not absolved the American 
people from the necessity of con- 
serving food in order that the allies 
may not suffer and that hunger may 
not cause the red flag of anarchy to 
be raised within the conquered lands, 
was impressed upon the minds of 
more than 100 county food adminis- 
trators of Georgia who met here 
Tuesday to plan for the pledge cam- 
paign which is to be conducted De; 
cember 1-7. 

“Food has won the war, and food 
must save the world from anarchy 
and Bolshevism,” was the feature 
of the address delivered by Dr. An- 
drew M. Soule, food administrator 
for Georgia. 

That no mercy would be shown 
profiteers in. the future, and, that 
no longer would there be comprom- 
ises by allowing them to make con- 
tributions to the Red Cross, was 
the warning issued by Major D. F. 
MeClatchey executive secretary of 
the state food administration. |

Greater Problem Now. 

That the food administrators of! 
the country have a greater problem: 
now than while the war was in prog- | 
ress, and that the hardest work 
ahead, was the warning given by} 
R. W. Boyden, personal representa- | 
tive of National Food Administrator ! 
Hoover. 

Two sessions were held in the 
state senate chamber. Dr. Soule 
presided and made a comprehensive 
survey of the situation during the 
morning, and the afternoon Was con- |. 
sumed in listening to Mr. Boyden, 
who not only described actual con-' 
ditions as seen from headquarters, 
but gave the audience an intimate 
description of Mr. Hoover, whose 
foresightedness and ability has made | 
the food administration in America| 
the success which it has attained. 

“The stupendous task of feeding 
the world rests upon America,” said ' 
Dr. Soule, “and it is a responsibility 


which the nation dare not shirk.” | 
The speaker called attention to the} 
danger of the spread of anarchy in, 
Germany and Austria, which would:

lies have won. 
“Not only must we prevent hun-/|

About 10,000,000 tons of food had 
been shipped to Europe the present 
year, said the speaker, and it was 
his opinion that possibly 20,000,000 
tons would be necessary in 1919. 

He said that actual European 
needs would be estimated upon the 


return of Mr. Hoover, who has gone 
abroad to study conditions. 

Just how long the present food 
organization will remain intact, Dr. 
Soule stated, there was no means 
of knowing at the present time, but 
that all administrators should keep 
their present facilities until finally 
dismissed upon the order of Mr. 
Hoover. He expressed the opinion 
that the organization would be nec- 
essary until the end of the fiscal 
year, or July 1, 1919. 

Dr. Soule pointed out that it will 
be possible to lift many of the re- 
strictions now in force, but that oth- 
ers may have to be imposed. He 
mentioned the fact that the wheat 
restrictions had already been re- 
moved, and that increased sugar al- 
lotment would be available in De- 
cember, and that by January it is 
possible the regulations on sugar 
will be entirely removed. 

The needs of Europe, he said, may 
make it necessary to restrict the 
consumption of fats for some time to 
come, 

He said that 10,009,000 people of 
Russia would need food this coming 
vear, and that 10,000,000 people in 
the released allied countries woul 
have to be fed. These 20,900.000. 
he said, were in addition to the 
needy in the allied lands and within 
the boundaries of the central pow- 
ers, 

Hard Road for Profiteer. 


The pathway of the profiteer Is 
not to be an easy one now that 
peace has come, said Dr. Soule. 

There will be no more money pen- 
alties, but those who try to take ad- 
vantage of the public will be pros- 
ecuted in the federal courts and 


their licenses revoked, said the state 
administrator. 

Following Dr. Soule, Major H. D. 
McClatchey, executive secretary of 
the state administration, stated that 
it would be the policy of the admin- 
istration to allow a fair margin of 
profit, but that no gouging of the 
public would be allowed. 

“I @m sorry to give up the dona- 
tions to the Red Cross,” said Major 
McClatchey, “but we must now 
make the would-be~profiteers un- 
derstand right from the beginning 
that there will be no compromise.” 

Major McClatchey urged that the 
county administrators fix fair prices 
for their own territories under the 
rules Jaid down by the national and 
state administrations, and that 
these prices be published in the lo- 
cal papers. 

The speaker, who has been in di- 
rect charge of the food administra- 
tion in Georgia, commended the re- 
tail merchants of the state for the 
manner in which they have co-op- 
erated with the administration. 

At the conclusion of Major mMe- 
Clatchev’s address, on motion of 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, of Atlanta 
a rising vote of thanks was given 
Dr. Soule and Major McClatchey for 
the way in which they have directed 
the work in Georgia.

RETARDING THE SOUTH. 


The question of, government own- 
ership of the railroads will un- 
doubtedly be uppermost in the pub- 
lic mind during the next two years. 

While the country is considering 
the question it will be interesting 
to know whether or not the attitude 
of the government, as expressed in 
its recent refusal to permit the rail- 
roads now under federal control to 
continue their contributions to the 
maintenance of development enter- 


prises, is to become a fixed policy, 


of government control. 

If hereafter no development enter- 
prise is to receive support from the 
railroads this particular section of 
the country may well inquire if the 
withdrawal of this material aid 
would not offset the advantages 
that its advocates claim would ac- 
crue from government ownership. 

The wonderful developmert of 
the west, the breaking of the wil- 
derness, the redemption of the des- 
erts, the establishment of countless 
prosperous farm homes, the build- 
ing of schools and churches and 
cities throughout that great section 
during the last half-century, has 
been largely due to the enterprise 
and foresight of the railroeds. 

But for the railroads and railroad 
enterprise and incentive the great 
mountain ranges of the west would 
today be barriers against civiliza- 
Lion. 

The railroads have been liberal 
contributors to the development of 
the south—a development that is 
still far from complete! 

A concrete illustration of the im- 
portance of the railroads’ part in 
the development of the south and 
the southeast was laid before the 
Southern Land congress, which met 
in Savannah recently, by Mr. S. 
Davies Warfield, head of the Sea- 
board Air Line railroad and of the 
Southern Settlement and Develop- 
ment organization, in behalf of 
which he addressed the congress. 

This great organization, as Mr. 
Warfield pointed out in his address, 
has been sppported for years large- 
ly by the railroads serving the 
southern territory. As the country 
developed, railroad earnings  in- 
creased in proportion. 

The railroads were anxious to 
continue their support of an organ- 
ization which, while helping the 
country along its lines, helped them. 

But when the question of further 
railroad contributions under gov- 
ernment control arose it was an- 
nounced that it would not be the 
policy of the railroad administra- 
tion to allow the railroads to con- 
tribute to any organization not un- 
der federal control. 

So, under that ruling, the South- 
ern Settlement and Development 
organization, and all of those de- 
pending in large measure upon it, 
as the parent organization, for sup- 
port—such as the Georgia and the 
North Carolina Landowners’ associ- 
ations, the Southern Pine associa- 
tion, the Florida Tick Eradication 
committee, etc—must in future 
shift for themselves with ‘ut the aid 
the railroads are anxious to give 
them as a means of developing in- 
dustry and increasing the transpor- 
tation business along their lines. 

While it is true these organiza- 
tions are in a sense private enter- 
prises, they are in the broadest 
sense public; and in no sense what- 
soever are they maintained for in- 
dividual profit or gain. 

If they are continued they must 
be maintained wholly by private 
and individual contributions of 
money, while the railroads, recog- 
nizing the fact that they are direct 
beneficiaries of these organizations, 
are willing to help, but are not per- 
mitted to contribute a dollar to that 
end. 

The New York Commercial, in a 
recent editorial, makes a strong 
presentation of the situation, de- 
claring such a policy to be inimical 
to the best interests of the south, 


especially.

All Atlanta—the whole world, for 
the matter of that—is invited by 


the Jewish Welfare board to take, 
part in the celebration of the most} 


wonderful “Chanuka” in the history 
of the Jewish people, which will be 
held from November 28 to Decem- 
ber 6. 

By a culmination of epochal events 
unparalleled in the annals of the 
world, “Chanuka”’—memorializing 
the ancient wear of liberation—comes 
at a time when civilization rejoices 
at the triumph of right by the forces 
of democracy over the evil genius 
of autocracy; rejoices over the vic- 
tories of the United States and her 
associates in the modern war of lib- 
eration. 

Not only have the Jews full oc- 
casion to be supremely happy over 
the successful ending of the world- 
war, but they also can join with 
their celebration of the victories 
of the Maccabees the observance of 
Thanksgiving d&y and the anniver- 
sary of the entry into Jerusalem of 
the British forces under General Al- 
lenby. 

From the lighting of the first can- 
dle on Thanksgiving night to the 
end of the holiday on December 6, 
the days will be a round of glad- 
ness, feasting and rejoicing.

Mrs. Urie Barber has filed suit for 
divorcee from W. J. Barber, in which 
she alleged that he refused to sup- 
port her or their child.

SPALDING PEPPER 
CROP A GOOD ONE 


Griffin. Ga., November 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The pepper crop now being 
harvested in Spalding county will 
not only shatter local and sectional 
records, but will easily give this 
county first place in the pepper pro- 
ducing counties of America, accord- 
ing to available official and unoffi- 
cail reports. 

With a total of 
vield of seed 
more than 100 pounds to the acre. 
Two varieties are grown here, the 
large boll shaped and pimento pep- 
pers. In bulk the production is 
about 2,500 bushels per acre. There 
are three producers in the county. 
the Pomona Products company, 150 
acres: S. D. Reigel & Sons, 180 acres, 
and J. W. Gresham, 70 acres. 

This year’s crop will bring the 
producers a gross revenue of $4,000 
per acre, or a total of $1,282,000 for 
the 320 acres planted. The produc- 
tion cost is understood to be about 
the same as that of cotton. Then 
the manufacturing cost in consum- 
ing the by-products runs the ex- 
pense account up about 20 per cent. 

The producers receive a minimum 
of $2.60 per pound for the pepper 
seed. The pulp will average two 
gallons of catsup per bushel. The 
catsup is sold to jobbers at 75 cents 
per gallon. However, the pulp is 
used in a variety of meat dressings 
and sauces and when manufactured 
in this way a proportionately high- 
er price is received.
